Sand dunes, of which sand ‘links are mainly 
rg ite are excepted by a document issued by 
the Department, and published in the Jrish 
Times on 20th January. Sand links may contain 
flat portions not strictly dunes, and these have 
a thick skin of compost on the surface produced 
by successive years of the decay of the vegetable 
matter on the surface. If this is broken, the 
sand is turned up, and cannot be called arable 
land. Grass seed will not grow on broken sand, 
except the seed grown on the spot, which takes 
years to produce a sod, and the wind blows the 
sand about and forms holes. I take it that 
grain would not grow for the same reason for 
which strange grass seed will not grow; hence 1 
take it that sand links are not gomposed of 
arable land, and are not expected to be tilled.

DUBLIN HOUSING. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE iRISH TIMES. 

Bin,—Í believe that the large and increasing 
number of our citwens who have long been 
conscious of the truly depiorabie conditions 
under which so many of the poor are housed ia 
our city will welcome the suggestaen contained 
in Mr. P. J. Brady's letter in your issue to- 
day. Those who were present at the meetings 
and discussions in connection with the. lown- 
Planning Exhibition lately held in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce must have felt—as 1 conicss 
Í did that .nverestung and suggestive as these 
meetings were, the time had come when dis- 
cussion and criticism should give place to 
action of some definite and constructive kind. 
These meetings revealed an almost pathetic 
belief in the efficacy of an Act of Parliament— 
‘a short agreed measure” is, | believe, the 
recognised phrase—and in the good-will of the 
Government to remedy & state of facts which is 
admittedly a disgrace not only to this city, but 
to the orgauisation of society under which we 
exist. 

May I say to my fellow-citiszens that if the 
nousing problem im Dublin is ever to be 
amended, if they are serious, as | believe they 
are, in their desire to solve it, the remedy 
must come irom themselves? This great and 
complicated question wil, never be on its way 
to solution untal the citizens of Dublin recognise 
hat it is a disgrace and a physical and mora! 
danger which they, and they alone, can set 

84, they, and they alone, by coming 
together, by forgetting the past, by mutual 
good-will and common effort, by ceasing to 
dwell on the causes which have produced, but 
concentrating on the methods to correct the 
eviw, can produce a healthier and happier state 

ihings. Above all, it is only by rocognising 
and fairly what the Corporation oi 
Dublin, in spite of immense difficulties, has 
done to improve the housing conditions of the 
worker, rather than by dwelling on what it has 
not been able to accomplish, that anything can 
now b3 aechieved. When I suggest that this 
problem can only be worked out by represen 
tirives of all the citazens of Dublin joining im 
a united effort I do not, of course, ignore the 
fact that tho sympathy of the Government and 
the aid. of the Legisiature will be necessary, 
but those will be of little use until, by 
agreement aud helpfulness, a achema has bewn 
formulated by the citizens for the solution or 
mitigation of the evil. 

May I suggest that in the proposed confer- 
ence the experience of the various societies 
which have siready done euch good work in 
this field, such as the Artisans’ Dwellings Com- 
pany, the Iveagh Trust, the Alexandra Guild 
Tenements Company, Limited, the Association 
‘or the Housing of the Very Poor (of which 
Sir Lambert Ormsby is chairman), and the 
City and Suburban Workman's Dweilings Com- 
pany, and others ought to be utilixed? More 
over, there are several bodies which have in 
recent years devoted much attention to the 
various aspects of housing, such as the Houa- 
ing Comeittee of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Housing Section of the Civica Inetitute, 
ete. Theae bodies—and there are, doubtiess, 

» do not occur to me at the moment 
~might render valuable service and advice in 
euch a conference as has been suggested. The 
problem is an urgent one now; it will be still 
more urgent when the war comes to an end, 
and it can only be solved, so far as our city. is 
concerned, by a wholehearted and united effort 

of everything that is best in our civie life.

My ex- 
perionce ia that a man using, say, a ton per 
acre on green crop will not need to use so 
much phosphate, and will have better results 
In green crop, ts aleo in white crop and 
meadow following, particularly ab in clover, 
sick land, and pasture land; nor need he fear 
that scourde of farmers, finger and tos, 
Ordinary lime, being now too expensive to 
carry and handle, has been to a very great 
extent abandoned, but ground lime can be 
used and carried as readily as any artificial 
In Wexford we used to get excellent ground 
lime. but since the war it is not to be had 
I feel certain that a supply would help the 
phosphate scarcity, and this is my excuse for

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IRISH SALMON FISHERIES, 

TO THE BVITOR OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—Withn rererenes to my recent ietier on 
the above subject, | find that | am “ np 
against ii,” a.d am afraid, being & very busy 
man, thas ib would be nearly unposaible for me 
to answer personally every leiter Í have had 
from people all over the country. However, to 
all the gentlemen who have oo kindly written 
to me 1 may say that, as far as possible, | am 
ab their service to do anything in my power 
to bring one of our finest industries, which at 
the present time is rapidly deteriorating, up to 
its full working capacity, 

The causes of the yearly incroasing scarcity 
of fish are known to many. The remedy is 
known to few, if any, of us—so much so that 
the sishery Commission of 1912 came to the 
conclusion that the protection of our salmon 
rivers could not be improved upon» Jat 
think of it! The rivers of a country where 
saimon-poaching in all its forms is rampant 
under the very eyes of the law; where poisoning 
and dynamiting are of daily occurrence; where 
the fry are slaughtered in millions at the tur- 
bines and wheels of the millé; where the 
fishery laws are a farce; where the fines in- 
flicted on a poacher aro so small, after being 
reduced by the Lord Lieutenant, that the 
poacher, having toured the neighbourhced col- 
lecting money to pay his fine, finds himself with 
go much more money in his pocket than the 
fine that he gives a “ porter dance " on the 
strength of it—yet a Fishery Commission.of this 
country actually formed a verdict; “ The pre- 
tection of salmon cannot be improved upon!”’ 

The remedy, in my opinion, is a simple one, 
and I offer the following suggestions :—Funds 
are urgently required, and must be forthcom- 
ing. Double all licence duties; £1 for a rod and 
£3 for “a net licence are far too small. I would 
have a supreme Fishery Board under govern- 
ment of four men, one from each province, 
men who knew their job from “A” to “™ Z,”’ 
Get new Fishery Laws drafted, dealing with 
every class of poaching, on a systematic scale 
of fines ón, say, a 10 per cent. basis. If a man 
was .caught stroke-hauling a fish, the fish 
being value for, say, £1, I would fine him £10 
and costs. What is the use of fining a nétting 
crew of four men caught fishing in the weekly 
close time £10 and costs when they may have 
killed £100 worth of fishP Cases of poisoning 
and dynamiting should get five years’ jail. The 
destruction wrought by this is immense. I have 
seon three miles of river poisoned with the 
application of yellow root, and every fish, 
large and small, killed, end the fry were dead 
in heaps. 

Close all rivers on the same Cate, and earlier 
than at present. Put all nets off fresh water. 
Allow no netting after 20th July. Put up fry- 
proof gratings at the head and tai) of all 
mill races. Allow no trout or salmon to be 
killed below three-quarters of a pound weight. 
Allow no red fish to be killed or offered for sale. 
Put up fish-proof gratings on all small streams, 
say, on the 15th February, and take them up 
again on the ist November. They could ba 
kept down permanently where oecessary. Pub 
up hatcheries wherever possible. [ would in- 
clude fish preservation among the existing 
duties of the R.1L.C. and coasiquards. 

I wonld ack the Government for a erant of, 
aay. £100,000 to erect and maintain the 
hatcheries the interest on which—provided that 
a free grant could not be had—could be met by 
the inereased revenve of the dorbdle licence 
duty. Let all people interested and aenecially 
owners of fisheries, orcanise and form a denpnta- 
tion, and brine a hill before Parliament and 
get i] threneh ab once Now ia the time.

An American ship, the Housatonic, has 
already been sunk; but we have yet to 
learn whether the circumstances of her 
destruction are such as to constitute an act 
of war.

Since the news of the Presi- 
dent’s action reached Germany a profound 
silence has enveloped that country. No 
telegrams from Germany have been re- 
ceived in the neighbouring neutral States, 
and German newspapers have been held up 
on the frontiers. It can scarcely be 
imagined that Germany will  with- 
draw a policy in which, as she has 
announced in effect, lies her one hope of 
victory. If she pursues that policy, how 
ever, hostilities with the United States, 
sooner or later, are inevitable.

It is well known, however, that the num- 
ber of men in Dublin who would be glad 
to have an allotment on the excellent 
terms now arranged is very large. In 
the increasingly grave state of the food 
question, especially for poor and lower 
middle-class households, a great many of 
these men will not consider too closely the 
distance from their homes of the available 
plots. We notice that some urban authori- 
ties which desire to put extensive allot- 
ments schemes into operation have found 
difficulty in getting land for the purpose. 
It might help such bodies if it were gener- 
ally realised that the letting of land for 
allotments counts as tillage under the 
Defence of the Réalm Regulations requir- 
ing an additional 10 per cent. of land to 
be tilled. It ought also to be known that 
the authorities are forbidden to pay a high 
rent for land taken over for food produc- 
tion. An occupier, we are informed, must 
not get a higher rent for land than he is 
himself paying for it, and an owner may 
not receive more than the amount for 
which the land in question is valued for 
income tag. Therefore, there ought to be 
no holding out for high rents on the part 
of occupiers or owners whose land is sought 
by the authorities for this purpose. We 
are surprised that Blackrock has been able 
to provide plots of only one-sixteenth of an 
acre, and has had to disappoint many 
applicants who would be glad even of that 
amount.

l’resident Wilson has replied to Cer. 
many's virtual declaration of war on all 
nations which use the seas by putting her 
under a ban of outlawry and by inviting 
all other neutral Governments to take the 
same course. He announced to Congress 
on Saturday that he had severed diplo- 
matic relations between the United States 
and Germany. That step does not in itself 
involye a state of.war, but it is difficult 


to see how, in present circumstances, ite 


ean be anything but the preliminary to 
hostilities between the two countries. 
No one who has kept the essential 
stages of his earlier negotiations clearly 
in view was entitled to doubt the 
character of Mr. Wilson's answer to Ger- 
many's deliberate challenge. He reviewed 
the negotiations in his speech to Congress 
on Saturday. On April 8th of last year 


he informed Germany that, should she 


‘prosecute relentless, indiscriminating 
warfare against vessels of commerce with- 
out regard to what the Government of the 
United States must consider the sacred, in- 
disputable rules of international law and 
the tniversally recognised dictates of 
humanity,” he would have no choice but to 
sever diplomatic relations. To that Note 
Germany replied by giving assurances not 
to sink merchant ships without warning 
and without saving human lives. At the 
same time she sought to make the observ- 
ance of these assurances conditional upon 
Mr. Wilson's using his efforts to seeure a 
modification of the British blockade. He 
replied by vefusing to limit American 
rights by any condition, and, on that clear 
understanding, accepted her assurances.

Urban Allotments. 


The municipal scheme of allotments for 
Dublin under the Local Government 
Board's recent regulations entered its 
second stage on Saturday, when the allo- 
cation of plots to applicants was begun at 
the Model Farm, Glasnevin, The scheme 
is in the hands-of a Committee appointed 
by the Corporation of Dublin, and this 
Committee has the assistance of represen. 
tatives of the Local Government Board and 


oí the Vacant Land Cultivation Society, | 


an organisation which has done in the past 
few years a great deal to bring the allot- 
ments movement into public favour. The 
Committee has secured for division into 
plots more than a hundred acres of land 
in various parts of Dublin, chiefly on the 
north side. We suppose that there is not 
likely to be much extension of the scheme 
on the south side, where, except in Inchi- 
core direction, the city area is covered 
rather closely with buildings up to the 
boundaries of Rathmines and Pembroke. 
In both these townships, however, schemes 
are in hand. In Dublin the extent of 
every allotment is one-eighth of an acre.

8d., and plot-holders will 
incur, further, some small expense in the 
matter of fencing and in the purchase of 
seeds and manure.

not British; (b) if a firm, the same parti- 
culars of every member of the firm.

Secondly, it seems to me a profound 
mistake to suppose that her intervention 
will nót make the task of the Allies any 
easier. It is true that an American Army 
in any large sense of the term has yet to 
be created. But, if this war has taught 
us anything more clearly than another, it 
is that efficient soldiers can be turned out 
in a few months, provided that you have 
the right material to work upon—and 
America has abundance of such material. 
Then there is the United States Navy, 
which before the war was third among the 
navies of the world. For the particular 
purpose now in view we could wish that 
it were stronger in small craft as com- 
pared with battleships. Three years ago 
it had thirty battleships and only fifty- 
two torpedo boat destroyers, but it is pos- 
sible that in the interval a good many 


more of the latter have been turned out; 


and, in any case, we may be sure that the 
resources of the American Navy yards 
would enable a large increase in the 
‘mosquito fleet’ to be rapidly made. 

It is in other ways that America can 
make her strength felt with the greatest 
promptitude. She is now by a long way 
the richest nation in the world. Her 
capitalists have already lent large sams to 
the Allies, but these would trifling 
when compared with what she could do 
were the Allied cause her own. She could, 
and, doubtless, would, shoulder a large 
part of the financial burden which now 
falls so heavily upon the British Ex- 
chequer. 

“Then, too, her intervention would im- 
mediately remove those obstacles to the 
tightening of the blockade of Germany 
which have been caused by her insistence 
upon her rights asa neutral. As a belli- 
gerent it would be her interest to see that 
the “strangle hold’’ was made as taut as 
peppy and, if other neutrals like 
folland and Denmark responded to Presi- 
dent Wilson's invitation and followed 
America’s lead, Germany would soon be 
absolutely reduced to what she could pro- 
vide for herself or extort from her un- 
willing partners. 

Lastly, it would be an immense gain to 
the common ¢ause if American inventive- 
ness were placed freely at the service of 
the Allies. I do not myself believe, as 
some do, that this war will be ended by the 
discovery of some new and terrible engine 
of destruction to which the enemy ean find 
no reply. My own view is that it will 
be won, as other wars have been, by the 
greater determination of the victors and 
their more concentrated and continuous 
effert to utilise all their forces, intellectual 
and material. But who can doubt that 
in such a concentrated effort the addition 
of American genius would be a factor of 
enormous importance? 

The departure of Mr. Gerard from Ber- 
lin is a reminder of the heavy debt of 
gratitude that the British owe him for his 
unceasing efforts to make the lives of our 
prisoners of war in Germany bearable. It 
is unlikely that he will come to London on 
his way home, but, should he do so, he 
would be assured of a warm welcome. If 
all neutrals follow the example set by 
the United States, as called for by Presi- 
dent Wilson, the Allies will be without re- 
presentatives in Berlin, unless the Chinese 
Minister takes over what will be a tre- 
menaous undertaking. 

Brazil is a most interesting factor in the 
American position. She is likely to follow 
the example of the sister Republic; and, 
if the United States goes to war with 
Germany, it is probable that Brazil will 
do likewise. It must be remembered that 
Brazil has grievances of her own against 
Germany, for she has suffered as much as 
any country from the insidious peaceful 
penetration of the German. Enemy ships 
aggregating 230,727 tons are now lying in 
Brazilian waters, and these vessels are the 
sole security for heavy dock fees and for 
six million pounds’ worth of coffee belong- 
ing to the State of San Paulo requisitioned 
by the Germans at Hamburg and Ant- 
werp.

FURTHER BRITISH ADVANCE.

Less than an hour after the news was re- 
ceived of President Wileon’s action, banka and 
business houses began unfurling American flags 
from their buildings.

WAR LOAN AND INSURANCE, 
sa rn binn 


The salient points of the combined scheme of 
War Loan and insurance announced by the 
Eagle and British Dominions General Teemrense 
Companies have already been eet forth in some 
detail, but there are features in the prospectus 
which should be prominently brought under the 
notice of patriotic citizens. Although the scheme 
is necessarily confined to approved hives after 
examination by the companies’ medical men, 
special provision has been made to meet all 
those who are unable or unwilling to pass the 
usual medical test, and this provision is also 
applicable to persons engaged in naval or mili- 
tary service outside the United Kingdom or in 
any hazardous occupation. In the event of a 
subseriber being killed on active service abroad 
the companies will refund all payments made in 
full. If the subscriber returns from the front 
the policy will be reinstated in-ite original form, 
subject to satisfactory evidence of health. Then, 
again, there is the application of the scheme to 
children, who will be accepted from age ten 
upwards, Proposals will also be entertaimed at 
the same rate in respect of children under a 
ten, with the proviso that the death benelit 
does not commence until the age of ten has 
been attained, and in the event of death before 
that age all payments made will be returned by 
the company. The scheme represenis a very 
| enterprising move on the part of these two 
companies to combine the War Loan with the 
insurance business, and it should be carefully
